It was the wish of the 
coroner 


that the whole matter of the inquest 
be rushed as speedily as

Mrs. Gaver's stomach could be 


examined, but he did not foresee the 
arrest of the man by the Zauesville 
officials, and left Xewark in ignor- 
ance of that fact.

AGO TODAY. WAS FATHER 


OP "l>ETECTiVK" STORIES. 


That most eminent of French men 


of letters, Francis Marie Arouet, who 
gained immortality under the name 
of Voltaire, was born in Paris 218 
years ago today. Xov. 21, 1C94. It 
was two centuries ago tliis year that 
he completed his first great literary 
work, the tragedy of "Oedipo," aad 
commenced that 
life of prodigious 


achievement which ended with the 
production 
of 
another 
tragedy, 
"Irene," CC years later. The fame 
of Voltaire as dramatist, poet, nov- 
elist, historian aad philosopher, 
is 


known to all men, but few are ac- 
quainted with the fact that he was 
the inventor and father of the mou- 
ern "detective" or 
mysterv 
story 


The mystery tales 
of Edgar Allen 


-Poe, 
Gaboriau's "Monsieur Leeoei," 


Sir A. Conan -Doyle's "Sherlock 
Holmes," and even Xick Carter and 
Old Sleuth, the heroes of American 
youth, all trace their descent to the 
"Zadigr" of Voltaire. 


Until recently most literary crities 


have given Poe the credit for origin- 
ating the type of fiction in which 
logic and deductive reasoning 
ar» 


used to solve the most baffling mys- 
teries. It is known, however, that. 
Poe was exceedingly fond of F'rench 
literature, with an especial predilec- 
tion for Voltaire, and there is no 
doubt that it was the 
perusal 
of 
"Zadig" gave him the idea for 
the 


brilliant tales, such as "The Purloin- 
ed Letter" and 
''The Mystery of i 


Marie Roget" "which most Americans i 
once thought were the first of their 
kind. 
A sample 
of the 
logic of 


Zadig is given in the following ex- 
tract from Voltaire's novel: 


One day when Zadig was walking 


near a little wood, he saw one of 
the queen's eunuchs running to meet 
him, 
followed by several 
officers, 


who appeared to be in the greatest 
uneasiness, and were running hither 
and thither, like men bewildered and 
searching for some precious object 
which they had lost. 


"Young man," said the chief eu- 


nuch to Zadig, "have vou seen, the 
queen's dog?" 


"It is a bitch, not a dog," 
Zadig 


modestly replied, whereupon 
the 


eunuch said. "You are right." 
"It is a very small spaniel," added 


Zadig, "and it is not long since she 
had a litter of puppies: she is lame 
in the left forefoot and her ears are 
very lonsr." 


"You have seen her then?" 
the eunuch, but Zadig said he had 
not.

horse in the king's stables had bro- 
ken away from the hands of a groom. 
9 * The grand huntsman accosted 
Zadig. and asked him if he had 
seen the king's horse pass that way.
